Experimental Farms Note 


in preparing* grain for seeding 
purposes a good fanning mill is 
practically necessary. The proper 
adjustment of this machine to do 
the work demands care and good 


judgment as regards the choice 
and arrangement of sieves for the 
kind of grain to be cleaned. The 
size of the sieve will depend on 
the size of the grains to be clean 
ed and also on the make of the 
fanning mill used.

| the right size of sieve, if he is 
furnished with a one pound sam¬ 
ple of the grain in question. 

In cleaning grain it is desirable 
to use a top sieve with perfora¬ 
tions just big enough to allow 
the kernels to pass through. The 
straw, chaff and other coarse 
material and seeds not wanted 
will he carried over the top and 
delivered separately. The air 
blast should be heavy enough to 
blow dirt, light kernels and many 
f the weed seeds clear of the 
good grain. The lower sieve 
bon Id be smaller than the top 
sieve and allow weed seeds and 
broken kernels to pass through. 
The feed should be heavy enough 
to keep the top sieve thinly coy-| 
ered. This will tend to carry the 
rough material over the end. It 
>s usually neeessar 3 r to pass the 
seed grain through the mill at 
least twice before a thoroughly 
satisfactorp sample is obtained. 

! If oats and barley are present 
tin large quantities wen cleaning 
‘wheat, it will pay to let a fairly 
heavy flow cover the top 
even to the point of allowing 
some of the wheat to pass over in 
order to insure the removal of the 
greatest amount of oats and bar¬ 
ley. 

"When the grain on the home 
fa rm is not suitable for seedin 
seed should be purchased from a 
thoroughly reliable source and 
preferably registered material of 
a variety proven suitable to the 
district. 

It is not economical to sow 
porly graded seed, or seed con¬ 
taining weed seeds. Weeds 
in a crop entail a direct loss as 
they take up space, moisture an'd 
'plant food. They also add to the 
cost of harvesting, threshing and 
handling—J. G. C. Fraser, Cer- 
ealist Central Experimental 
Farm.

(Experimental Farm Note)

Cauada is setting the pace for 
the whole worla lo follow in the 
system adopted to obtain regis¬ 
tered cockerels. 

The bred-to-lay cockerel that 
can transmit to his pullets the 
ability to produce a large number 
of eggs is what, all keepers of 
poultry are after. It is recogniz¬ 
ed that the quickest 'way to in¬ 
crease the average egg yield of 
any flock is through the male, 
‘ind this fact is commercialized 
by many breeders of so called 
bred-today stock, who advertise 
high producing males that have 
not the breeding behind them, 
and are therefore unable to trans¬ 
mit this quality to their offspring 

Because of this fact dishonest 
breeders have foisted overrated 
stock upon the public, and one of 
the reasons why registered cock¬ 
erels are wanted is to overcome 
bis practice of selling inferior 
irds as good breeding stock. 

At the present time it is pos¬ 
sible for honest breeders to enter 
their pullets in the Laying Con¬ 
tests (of which there are 12 
throughout the Dominion) and 
by having their birds qualify to 
produce cockerels that may be 
T ed W the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Records. 

The fact that a cockerel is re¬ 
gistered is a guarantee to the 
public that he has a certified 
pedigree behind him, of at least 
two generations of 200 (or more) 
egg blood, and that he is himself 
a bird typical of the breed and 
without standard disqualifica¬ 
tions. Such a bird grown in our 
Canadian climate means the very 
best procurable in breeding for 
high egg production.

No increase in railway mileage 

in Alberta was recorded during 
1923, according to the annual re¬ 
port of the Minister of Railways, 
Hon. V. W. Smith, given to the 
Legislature this week. The total 
is now 4,778 miles. The growth 
of mileage since the format! m of 
the province has been as follows. 

1905 . 1060 miles 

1915 . 4423 miles 

1922-1923 . 4778 miles 

During the yealr, one provincial 
government railway, the La- 
combe and Northwestern, was 
operated with a surplus, which 
amounted to $1,267.18, compared 
with a deficit on that road of 
$8,959.25 in the previous year.

Here and There 


Although the Canadian Pacific 
Railway has yet issued no forecast 
of construction contemplated for 
1924, the fact that it has ordered 
50.000 tons of steel from the Algoma 
Steel Company, of Sault Ste. Marie, 
seems to indicate that its program 
will be extensive. 


According to a statement recently 
made by the Hon. Charles McCrea, 
Minister of Mines for the Province 
of Ontario, 8,6 per cent of the world’s 
nickel supply is being taken out in 
the vicinity pf Sudbury, where there 
is an inexhaustible supply of this 
metal. 


Alberta’s butter production last 
year was .18,500,000 pounds, or 
2,000,000 pounds more than in 1922, 
according to reports presented at the 
annual meeting of the Alberta 
Dairymen’s Association. It was not 
so long ago that Alberta was using 
butter imported from New Zealand. 


The year 1923 was a favorable 
one in the building and construc¬ 
tion activities of Canada, and re¬ 
turns show an advance of about 10 
per cent. In 1922 the total expendi¬ 
tures in this regard were $315,000,- 
000, and in 1923 $345,000,000, an 
increase of $30,000,000. 


Exports of pulpwood from Canada 
for the year 1923 amounted to 1,- 
384.230 cords, compared with 1,011,- 
332 for 1922, an increase of 372,898 
cords or 35 per cent. The 1923 fig¬ 
ures are equivalent to about 900,000 
tons of newsprint, the amount which 
can be manufactured from that 
amount of wood. 


C. E. E. Ussher, General Passen¬ 
ger Traffic Manager, and E. J. 
Hebert, First Assistant General 
Passenger Agent, of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, have been present¬ 
ed with medals by the French Gov¬ 
ernment, in recognition of their ser¬ 
vices to the French Exhibition train 
in Canada in 1921. The medals 
take the form of tablets on small 
stands. 


Attention has been drawn once 
more by airship experts in London, 
England, to the fact that the only 
known supply of helium gas in the 
British Empire exists in the Prov¬ 
ince of Alberta, that 10,000,000 feet 
of this gas is going to waste an¬ 
nually in this province and that the 
possibility of establishing an air¬ 
ship base at some future date in Al¬ 
berta is being discussed.
